Schmitz Won't Shave 


Off Wispy Mustache

Should a candidate. for 
political office wear a mus- 


_tache? 


Most voters would an- 
swer “no!” But John 
Schmitz, SAC philosophy 
and political science in- 
structor says “yes.’”’ Why? 


“T’ve already had my cam- 
paign pictures taken with my 
mustache on,” explains Schmitz, 
a candidate for Orange County’s 
State Senate seat now held by 
Sen. John Murdy. 


“Why put on a false front?” 
he asks. “If I change my looks 
just for voter appeal, people 
might think I’ll change my vot- 
ing. I want people to vote for me 
for what I am.” 


To those who know him, Sch- 
mitz is a conservative Republi- 


can. He was recently re-elected 
county chairman of the Califor- 
nia Republican Assembly; the 
Orange County unit has some 
2000 members. Schmitz, a Tustin 
resident, just finisaed a term as 
vice president of the 416-mem- 
ber Tustin CRA chapter. 


Schmitz first wore the mus- 
tache when he started flying 
with the Marine Corps in 1953. 
“It seemed to go with the ‘Smil- 
ing Jack’ image of an aviator,’ 
Schmitz explained. “The major- 
ity of men wore mustaches but 
only about half of them kept 
them.”’ 


His father once wore a mus- 
tache and his paternal grandfa- 
ther sported an elegant handle- 
bar. His maternal grandfather, 
known in Schmitz’s native Mil- 
waukee as “Red Beard,” had a 
growth similar to that of the late 
actor Monty Woolley’s. 


Schmitz admits there was some 


discussion among his backers as 
to whether he should wear the 
wispy mustache. “Historically, 
villians in movies have had mus- 
taches. My backers were divided 
about 50-50. I decided to wear it 
anyway,” he said. 


How does his family feel about 
the mustache? 


“My wife wouldn’t cry if I 
shaved it off. My kids have never 
seen me without it except for the 
several times I shaved it off. 
Once I trimmed off too much and 
half a mustache doesn’t look 
good. 


“When I announced my candi- 
dacy, about a half dozen students 
came up and asked if I was go- 
ing to shave it off.” 


Speaking of students, Schmitz 
warned that campaigning will not 
make it any easier on his classes. 
“Campaigning will be just a part 
time job, though I will pursue it 
with full-time vigor.”

Frank Miller, commissioner of spec- 
ial activities and chairman of that ““what’s 
it stand for?” organization, is making. a 
valiant attempt to penetrate the barriers 
in the ASB handbook that currently pro- 
hibit the judicial branch from enforcing 
rules and regulations.

A first move would 
be to change the lengthy SFRB title to 
Student Court of Appeals, Judicial Board, 
or some other simple name so students 
will come to recognize there is a judicial 
body at Santa Ana College. 


Many may argue the omission of the 
word “Faculty.” Yet faculty personnel ad- 
vise Student Council and they don’t call 
it Student-Faculty Council. The present 
title sounds more like a group to review 
Artists Series films than a tribunal where 
Dons may appeal cited offenses. 


For every action, there must be an 
equal and opposite reaction. Miller, coun- 
cil and the student body must move with 
the speed of light to eliminate an inarticu- 
late title with which Dons find no identi- 
fication. Until that time, the judicial 
branch will continue to rest as the weak 
link in the student government chain.

When Beatty resigned to go 
L.A. State, Dutton decided to 
follow him and withdrew his. 
candidacy for the head post at 
Santa Ana. + 

During the four years Dut- 
ton was in charge of the Don 
interior line, SAC compiled 
the best defensive record in 
the Eastern Conference.
